WAR NEWS OF FORTY-FOUR YEARS AGO .

The Fall of Paris as Reported in the Cable Dispatches—Incidents of the
Close of the Franco-Prussian War and the Beginning -8
of the Franco-Prussian Hatred,

Flll'[‘\'-FtJl:R years ago today the news-
papers printed the news of the fall of
Paris. Though not the decisive event of the
Franco-Prussian War, and though military
operations did not entirely cease untll the
capitulation of Belfort on Februnry I8, it
redally marked the end. The capltal surren-
dered January 28, 1871, something like half o
year from the declaration of war, An trmlis-
tiee had been arranged,

The war had helped Blsmarck’s plan of
Gorman unity, By the treaty of peaco
Franco lost Alsace and Lorraine. She also
had Lo pay an Indemnity of §5,000,000,000 francs,
An Ameriean historian wrote a few yeara
ngon:  “Tha bitter feeling of the French for
the Cermana dates from this war, and the
longing for revenge sitill shows itself,”

War news in those days was different from
what It Is today. The Pumuae Lepaenr of
Monday morning, January 30 (there was no
Bunday FPusLie Lepoen then), carried, after
the summary of “The Loatest News," the fol-
lowing head:

BY ATLANTIC TELEGRAIH,
The Capitulation of Paris—An Armistice
Agreed Upon.

"Bhen the story:

C“LONDON, Jan, 20, 4:30 p, m—The Em-
peror Willlam has sent the following dis-
pitoh to the Empress SAUugusts:

“+VERBAILLES Jap., 20, 2 p. m.—Lasl
night an armistiee for three weeks was
gigned. The Regulars and Moblies are to be
rotained in Parls as prisoners of war. The
Natlonal Guard will undertake the maln-
tenance of order. We occupy all the forts.
Paris remnins invested, but will be allowed
to revictual as soon as the arms are surren-
dered. The Natlonal Assembly s to be sum-
monud to meet it Bordeaux in a fortnight
All the armiies In the flald will retuin thair
respective positions—the ground between the
opposing linea to be neutral. This Is the ro-
wiard of patrlotlem and great sacorifices,
Thank God for this firat mercy! May peace
soon follow. Bigned,
